Mooney Flat, Nevada County. 

Eprrors Pacrrio:— While on a visit to 
Mooney Flat a few days since, one of the resi- 
dents pointed out an article in your paper 
headed, “ A voice in an obscure place.” To 
correct some mistakes in that article is the ob- 
ject of these few lines. Mooney Flat is situa- 
ted in the north-west corner of Nevada county, 
between the Empire Ranch and Deer Creek 
Crossing, on the Marysvilie and San Juan 
road. Across the ridge is Sucker Flat, dis- 
tant 14¢ miles and Timbuctoo about 24¢ miles 
distant. Both of these places have been 
thoroughly prospected, and the diggings are 
foundige be rich and extensive. Mooney Flat 
though heretofore scarcely known beyond its 
own limits, for want of enterprising men with 
energy, courage and means to explore the rich 
deposits of its yellow dust, and blazen abroad 
its name, is destined, at no distant day, in the 
future, to take its just rank in the mining 
camps around it. Recent examinations ex 
hibit better average prospects from the sur- 
face to the depth of fifty feet through the dif- 
ferent strata of gravel, than fs obtained at 
Sucker Flat, Timbuctoo or San Juan. Dur- 
ing the past two years several companies have 
been engaged in tunneling into the hill. Most 
of them will be ready for washing by the time 
Mr. D. Boyer’s ditch is completed, which 
will be ready for water in the course of two or 
three months. The exhorbitant high prices 
of water heretofore has hung like an incubus 
upon the mivers, and retarded their progress. 
This deadly blight to enterprise, I trust, will 
soon cease to. exist. The miners’ friend, Mr. 
Boyer, being sole owner of the ditch, can act 
independently, and I understand that he will 
not be governed by the prices of the combina- 
tion of the other water companies ; therefore, 
the miners hope their energies will no longer 
be fettered as in the past. These obstructions 
removed, Moony Flat will exhibit a show of 
life and activity that will astonish the most 
hopefal of its residents. It has a beautiful lo- 
cation for a town, as much go as any place I 
bave seen in Nevada county. I predict that 
in less than eight months it will have a popu- 


lation sufficient to entitle it to the appellation | 


of town, village or city. Two lines of stages 
and one express are passing to and fro daily 
through the place. Though much of the work 
which has been done here has been performed 
under discouraging circumstances, yet it shows 
that perseverance will succeed. 

Yost, Mewhorter & Co.’s tailrace will be 
completed in two months. They have been 
engaged upon this work eighteen months, at 
an expense of $20,000. This race drains the 
upper end of the Flat, and also furnishes an 
outlet for the miners to sluice into The lower 
end of the Flat drains itself. 

The companies which will be operating with 
hydraulics next winter are, Simpson, Gardoer 
& Oo. They attempted to open their claim 
last spring, but did not succeed in getting 
through the rimrock. Next comes Ashburn, 
Kelstrup & Co. This company’s cut and tun. 
nel is 500 feet in length; a shaft of 50 feet in 
depth has been sunk down into the tonnel, 
sluices set, ready for operation. Kinder & Co., 
and Vilgant & Co., are rapidly making their 
way into the hill, and expect to be ready for the 
water as soon as it makes its appearance. 
Baldwin, Lum & Co. have got into the hill with 
their tunnel about 300 feet. The past three 
months they have encountered very hard rock, 
which has cost them about $30 per foet. See- 
ton & Co., Tull & Co., Emerson & Co., Smith 
& Co., Davis & Co., Griffin & Co., Brannan & 
Co., and a number of other companies, will be 
ready for sluicing as soon as water may rea- 
sonably be expected.

Letter of John Ronge to the Archbishop of 
Treves. 


The following is a portion of the celebrated 
letter of John Ronge, the publication of which 
a few years since caused much excitement in 
Germany and afterwards throughout Europe. 
Late correspondence of the N. Y. Observer, 
contains an account of the labors of Ronge, 
who has recently deceased :-— 


The archbishop Arnoldi had exhibited a 
relic—the holy seamless coat of Jesus Christ,— 
and presented it to the adoration of the peo- 
ple. This apocryphal garment drew hundreds 
and thousands of pilgrims. The poor left their 
firesides and daily labors; and, submitting to 
every fatigue and privation, came to prostrate 
themselves before a miserable rag. This pre- 
tended coat wrought miracles, and the priests 
by this pious fraud, deluded the ae and 
extorted money from them. 

At the sight of this imposture, John Ronge 
could not restrain his indignation. On the 
19th of October, 1844, he pablished in a jour- 
nal of Treves his celebrated letter do Arnoldi, 
which contains some eloquent passages. “Bish- 
op Arnoldi, of Treves,” says he, “I adjure you, 
by the authority of my office and calling as 
priest,—in the name of Christianity,—in the 
name of the German nation,—to put an end to 
this shamefal exhibition, and hide this unau 
thentic garment, and to beware of rendering 
the offence than it now is! For you 
know, as a bishop you ought to know, that the 
author of the Christian religion left his spirit, 
not his coat, to his disciples! Christ's gar- 
ments, bishop Arnoldi, were the property of 
his executioners. * * * Do you not know, as 
bishop you ought to know, that, according to 
Ohrist's word, God is a Spirit, and those who 
worship him must worship him in spirit and in 
truth? Do you not know,—as bishop you 
ought to know,—that the Gospel expressly for- 
bids the worship of anvrelic or image? And, 
is itnot unpardonable im you, as bishop, to 
take money from this poor people, who are 
dying with hunger? * * * Be not deceived 
by the numbers of — — While hundreds 
and thousands of Germans flock to Treves, 
there are millions, who like me, remain at home, 
di and horrified by this shameful exhi- 
bition. These feelings exist in all classes of 
the Roman Catholic church. God's judgments 
will come upon you sooner than you think. 
Arnoldi, the pen of the historian already as- 
signs your name to the contempt of the present 
geoeration, and yourself as the Tetzel of the 
nineteenth century!“ 


Wasutncroy.—Olark Mills, the artist, who 
is now en on his great national work— 
the statue of Washington, is said to 
the only absolutely Correct likeness bust 
of the Father of his Country the world has 
yet seen. This is the “Hondon head,” taken 
from the face of Washington, and the only one 
ever taken. The Washington Star says: 

“This was obtained by Houdon as a model 
for his celebrated Richmond statue of Wash- 
ington (a copy of which is now in the rotunda 
of the Capito } But now comes out the most 
singular fact of all. Who has not felt a sense 
of dissatisfaction at the narrow, retreati 
forehead, and perked-up chin of the Houdon 
statue; all criticism and questioning being de- 
barred by the assertion that the bead was an 
exact copy from life. Such is not the fact— 
Houdon, following the wretched taste of his 
time, must needs alter his divine model; and 
gave his Washington the features and port of 

effeminate sensual royalty of that day, viz. 
the narrow receding forehead, wide, heavy 
jowls, and thrown-up chin and nose. 

“Providentially, the original head from the 
cast, though overlooked, has been preserved 
intact, and is now in the hands of the artist 
tremblingly alive to its priceless value as the 
only true representation of Washington in 
existence.”

Religious Destitution in Oregon. 


The religious wants of this territory con- 
tinue to be deplorably neglected. In this par- 
ticular locality we have been 8 reinfor- 
ced by the welcome arrival of Rev. Mr. Tenny 
and wife from Maine, sent here under the aus- 
pices of the Home Missionary Society. The 
ordination of Mr: T., and his appointment to 
this service, were noticed a few weeks ago in 
The Independent. He enters upon bis work 
promptly, and although a written sermon is 
somewhat a novelty in this latitude, he is ex- 
ceedingly well received, and his career bids 
fair to be one of usefulness ; and no disposition 
is yet manifested to establish any particular 
sect “in advance of all others.” are 
among strangers, and will e ce difficalt- 
ies and trials, and I bespeak for them the pray- 
ers and sympathies of your readers. 

The above, taken from the Independent, of 
19th March, is written by an Oregonian, living 
in Eugene City, Lane county, Oregon. We 
entertain a high opioion of the writer, as a man 
of ability and position, and also as a man of 
candor and veracity. It may be well doubted, 
however, whether bis opportunities for judg- 
ing are not defective. Oertaiuly, so far as his 
immediate neighborhood is concerned, there is 
not serious lack. There are two or three 
Presbyterian ministers, in or about Eugene 
City ; there are also several Methodist preach- 
ers in the vicinity ; the town itself is embraced 
in u circuit, and has regular circuit preaching. 
A Congregational minister is settled there, as 
the extract will show. Eugene City, there 
fore, cannot be said to be deplorably neglected, 
The reference is, obviously, to the country at 
large. Yet here, we cannot but question the 
accuracy of his statements. Considering all 
the sects and denominations of the country, 
and its supply of the means and ordinances of 
the gospel, if not all that could be wished, is 
nevertheless, not so scanty as the extract 
would seem to imply. There are places where 
destitution exists; but, on the whole, the 
country is far better furnished with religious 
privileges and means, than many countries of 
an older growth. We do not mean to say 
that there is no demand for more laborers, that 
more ministers might not flad profitable em- 
ployment in their appropriate calling, but that 
the country is pot in a state of utter destita- 
tion, and that its religious wants are not now

Men of Great Wealth. 


There are some in our country who pass 
for very rich men. And so they are when 
we compare them with their neighbors 
around them. But compared with some 
others who once lived in the world, and 
even with some now on the stage, their 
property is not so very great. Just look 
over the list of rich. men of former times, 
Why some of them could have bought half 
the globe, almost. 

Mr. Crœsus, who flourished before our 
time, and whom the reader has doubtless 
Heard of, used to say that a citizen who 
had not a fortune sefficient to support an 
army or a legion, did not deserve the title 

a rich men; and be is good authority. 
is landed property alone was worth the 
snug som of $8,500,000, Then he pos- 
sessed ‘slaves, furniture, horses, cattle, and 
cash to an equal amount, making the com- 
fortable sum of 517,000,000. | 
Mr. Cresas was a rich man; but many 
there were richer than he. There was 
Seneca, the philos ,.who. uttered and 
wrote some tolerably good things, consid- 
276 the age in which he lived, was worth 
$17,500,000... Many modern authors 
would doubtless have been glad to have 
been remembered in the old fellow’s will. 
And so they were, all of them. He has 
left them an’ invaluable legacy, if they 
would but accept it, and this it is: When- 
ever you have written a book, lay it aside 
for nine years. At the expiration of that 
time peruse it carefully, and then, if your 
judgment approve, pablish it, but not be- 
fore”... | 
Julius Cesar, like Wilkins Micawber, 
Esq,, was “continually incurring pecuniary 
liabilities that he found it difficult to dis- 
charge.” He set a high value upon friend- 
ship,. having purchased that of Lucius 
Paulus for $1,500,000, and that of Curio 
for $2,500,000. He was a terrible spend- 
thrift. Before he succeeded in obtaining 
any office, he had amassed debts to the 
amount of $14,975,000. But office-hold- 
ers had good pickings in those days as 
well as in our own; and as soon as Julius 
got bis hand into the public treasury bis 

bts began to diminish. He soon became 
rich, He gave Servilla, the. mother of 
Brutus, a pearl of the value of $200,000. 
He would, doubtless, have been guilty of 
many other extravagances had not the 
said Brutus given him that cruel stab un- 
der the fifth rib. On the day of the as- 
sassination, Cesar’s friend, Mark Antony, 
owed $1,500,000, which was all paid thirty 
days afterward. This same Antonyfsub- 
sequently swallowed a pearl, dissolved in 
vinegar, (which Cleopatra administer- 
ed to him,) worth $400,000, He also 
squandered $735,000,000 of the public 
treasure. 
Tiberias, at his death, left $118,125,- 
000, which Caligula spent in less than 
twelve months, He lived at the rate of 
about $350 aday, One supper cost him 


$400,000. 
the comedian, even transcended 


Caligula in extravagance, having given 
$400,000 for a single dish. He had ason, 
Clodius, Who was a chip of the old — 
Am other costly gastronomic feats, 
Clodine swallowed a pearl valued at 
$4,000. 

Appius, another Roman millionaire, 
squandered in debauchery some $2,500,- 
000; after which, finding himself acci- 
dentally sober one day, he iuvestigated 
his pecuniary affairs; and finding that he 
had only half a million dollars left, he 
poisoned himself, because ho considered 
that sum insufficient for his maintenance. 
A Mr. Heliogabalus, who lived in those 
times, and.was one of the Upper Ten,” 
used occasionally to get up nice suppers, 
that eost $100,000 each. | 
Another gentleman, named Lucullus, 
seldom gat down to a repast that cost less 
than $100,000. His private table eclipsed 
the “ladies’ ordinaries” of any twenty of 
the best hotels in the world. The fish in 
his ponds were sold for $175,000. 

ut all the rich men did not live before 
the Christian era, or immediately subse- 
quent to it. There are some in the world 
now. One of them is the Dake of Rich- 
mond, in England. His home farm at 
Greenwood, sixty miles from London, con- 
sists’ of twenty-three thousand acres, or 
over thirty ive square miles. And this is 
in crowded Hngland, which has a popula- 
tion of sixteen millions, and an area of 
fifty thousand square miles, or just thirty- 
two millions of acres, giving, were the land 
divided, but two acres to each inhabitant. 
The residence of the Duke is a perfect 
palace. One extensive hall is covered with 


yellow silk, and pictures in the richest

Large herds of cattle, sheep 
and deer, are spread over the immense 
lawns. The Duke of Richmond also has 
bis palace in London, which is magnifi- 
cently fitted up. 

The Duke of Devonshire’s palace, at 
Chatsworth, is said to exceed in magnifi- 
cence any other in the kingdom. In the 
grounds about the house are kept four 
hundred head of cattle, and fourteen hun- 
dred deer. The kitchen-garden contains 
twelve acres, and is filled with almost 
every species of fruit and vegetables. A 
vast aboretum, connected with the estab- 
lishment, is designed to contain a sample 
of every-tree that grows. There is also a 
glass conservatory, three hundred and 
eighty-seven feet in length, one hundred 
and twelve in breadth, sixty-seven in 
height, covered by seventy-six thousand 
square feet of glass, and warmed by seven 
miles of pipe conveying hot water. One 
plant was obtained from India by a special 
messenger, and is valued at ten thousand 
dollars, One of the fountains near the 
house plays two hundred and seventy-six 
feet high—said to be the highest jet in 
the world. Chatsworth contains thirty- 
five hondred acres; but the Duke owns 
ninety-six thousand acres in Derbyshire. 
Within Chatsworth is one vast scene of 
painting, sculpture, mosaic-work, carved 
wainscoting, and all the elegances and 
luxaries in the reach of almost boundless 
wealth and highly refined taste. The 
Duke’s income is one million of dollars per 
annum, yet he manages to spend it all. 
It will be remembered that Paxton, the 
coy: of the Crystal Palace, is the 
Duke of Devonshire’s head gardener; and 
to him is the Duke’s palace at Chatsworth 
indebted for all its glories.
